New Tonk, Dec. 16.—(Special.]—There 
were a good many empty chairs in Wall 
street brokers’ offices today. A good many 
paper fortunes have disappeared. A good 
many lambs have been shorn. A good many 
speculators speculate no more. Such a shak- 
ing up and shaking out as the panicky hours 
of yesterday brought about is not to be 
speedily forgotten. The limp and lame hob- 
ble slowly. Though Louis Marx is the only 
one of all the army of big losers who was 
forced to the wall, he has many a companion 
in distress whose bruises will not find balm 
enough to soothe their sorrows in many days 
to come. One firm, whose office is in Ex- 
change place, is credited with iosses of over 
$300,000. Another man on the same street add- 
ed $200,000 or more to his fortune. Addison 
Cammack’s profits are estimated at figures 
that seem simply fabulous. Here is a story 
in contrast to that: A man whose name 
it would be brutal to print went down 
into Wall street worth about $12,000 a month 
orsoago. Like most men new to stock ex- 
change speculation, he had a “theory’’—a 
theory bound to make himrich. He entered 
a broker’s office with $2,000 in cash, his re- 
maining $10,000 being invested in a cozy 
home up near Harlem. Following in the 
“bull” wake, he made money; his $2,000 
swelled to $8,000—on paper. He spread out 
his line of stocks. He evea drew $2,000 more 
by mortgaging his house. Then came the 
liquidation of recent days, culminating with 
Wednesday’s crash. Poor fellow! His first 
investment, his paper profits—yes, and the 
house, too—every peuny he owned in 
the world—alli were swept in a jiffy 
out of sight. Nor is this case 
an altogether exceptional one. The 
list of men who in Wall street's vernacular 
have been wipe out” would crowd this 
column in small type. Louis Marx is likely 
to be again on his feet soon. He has not 
lacked offers of assistance. Generous 
brother brokers hurried to call upon him yes- 
terday, or send him word that they would 
be glad to give him such a lift as he might 
need. Marx isn’t oneof the kindof men 
who could be kept down any how. Under 
present circumstances he will quickly be able 
to resume his old-time activity and promi- 
nence on the street.

Chicago's Share of the Transactions, 

It is estimated in Wall street that Chicago’s 
share of the transactions of the Stock Ex- 
change average daily close to one-fifth. This 
would make the amount of business contrib- 
uted by this city to the enormous total of 
the exchange transactions Wednesday about 
200,000 shares. The commissions paid on this 
amount represent what is a snug little for- 
tune to many mortals. It appeared to be 
generally understood that the army of small 
Chicago speculators were sufferers in the col- 
lapse Wednesday. They were generally 
loaded with “‘fancies,” “cats and dogs,“ as 
the non-dividend stocks are called in brokers’ 
phraseology, and these stocks marked the 
greatest decline. The more astute specu- 
lators had taken warning from the cloud of 
telegrams last week and the early days of 
this predicting a break in prices, and had 
trimmed their sails. 

Shrewd observers said it had been an 
eventful week in the bucket-shops. The 
thousands of small traders who tronize 
these places were inclined to the short side 
Tuesday, and onthe break which occurred 
the afternoon of that day realized very hand- 
somely. One shop was said to have been 
kept busy paying out profits all one after- 
noon. The following morning the crowd 
bought, expecting a reaction after the slump, 
but encountered another break instead. Then 
it shifted to the short side, Reading being the 
favorit. e upturn which came later was 
sufficient t6 wipe out the slender margins ef 
scores of them and to return to the bucket- 
shops some of thé money they had lost the 
day before. One shop is said to have won on 
$5,000 fluctuations jn Reading alone nearly 


FEELING IN WASHINGTON. 


The Panic the Result of the Collapse of 
Stock Operations. 

Wasmxorox, D. C., Dec. 16.—Mr. Tren- 
holm, Controller of the Currency, was asked 
this afternoon what he thought of the situa- 
tion in Wall street today, so far as the banks 
are concerned. He said, in substance: “I 
learned nothihg that led me to think that the 
banks are at all involved in the panic. I have 
received telegrams from the Presidents of 
several banks, and they all concur in ascrib- 
ing the present trouble to the collapse of 
stock operations. The more experienced and 
conservative bankers had foreseen this, and 
2 — were prepared for it. So far as 
my information goes, none of the banks are 
implicated with any persons reported as em- 
barrassed by the panic. Here is a telegram I 
have just recei from a gentleman in New 
York in whose judgment I have great confi- 
dence: 

- Market better; money stringency confined to 
Wall street. Many banks’ conservative tourse 
lately regarding fancy stocks partly causes the 
stringency. Unless failures occur, the worst is 
over. No signs of weakness among the banks. 
Advance Interest Payments. : 

The Secretary of the Treasury has directed 
the 2 without rebate of the interest 
due Jan. 1, 1887, on United States 4 per cent 
bonds of the loan of 1907, amounting to about

issued to the Pacific Railway Company, upon 
the presentation of the coupon and interest 
checks at the Treasury at Washington or at 
any of the Sub-Treasuries.

While exchange on New 
York is at a discount, checks will be paid at 
other Sub-Treasury points in preference.

Stock gambling among a number of Senators 
and quite a number of members of the Lower 
House is a daily transaction. The average

suckers nearly all the Congressional dealers. 
One New York member was done up for over 
$30,000, another for $17,000, and a third fora 
not much less amount. The Senators given 
to stock gambling are principally from the 
West. Plumb is a heavy operator. Mitchell 
of Oregon is gy in the market, and has 
made successful deals. Spooner now and 
again takes a whirl in Western railroad 
stock, and has made more than one good 
turn. The Senators are beginning to so like 
the stock tiger that a proposition of a local 
stock broker to put a wire in the Senate wing 
for their accommodation is not met with dis- 
favor. Over on the House side a broker’s 
firm has a wire in the building, and quota- 
tions are had hourly. Yesterday, for some 
reason, these were not forthcoming. Among 
the large brokers yesterday there was so 
much demoralization that some of them 
would not take orders unless predicated upon 
4 — — — , of the stock ordered.

LADY COLIN CAMPBELL’S PHYSICIAN 
TELLS HIS STORY. 


The Accusations of the Woman's Husband 
Refuted in Detsil—The Big Medicine 
Man Never Familiar with His Patient— 
Counsel for Gen. Butler Decides Not to 
Call His Client—The Duke of Maribor- 
ough’s Confession Creates a Sensation— 
Witnesses Denounced. 

Loxpox, Dec. 16.—[Copyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett.}—The taking of evi- 
dence in the Campbell divorce case was fin- 
ished today, and the trial was far advanced 
toward completion by the speeches of coun- 
sel for the corespondents. Only two Wit⸗ 
nesses were exammed—one, the Duke of 


Marlborough’s business agent, who corro- 
borated the Duke’s statements regard- 
ing certain visits to Blenheim; the other, 
Dr. Bird, who finished his testimony denying 
all impropriety between himself and Lady 
Colin. In parts his evidence was interesting, 
as showing very peculiar habits of life. He 
was asked: 

“During the time at Leigh Court were 
there any relations between you and Lady 
Colin except those of a friend and medical 
man!“ s 

„None whatever.“ 

„Now, in regard to the story of the letter 
found in your instrument-case!”’ : 

„Lady Colin was 10 years of age when she 
wrote that letter. The letter was written to 
Mrs. Bolton, her sister. It was from her 
that I got it. She was tearing up a number 
of old letters. I asked her to give me this 
letter. As I was going to Leigh Court on 
the following day I said I would have some 
fun with Lady Colin out of it.” 

The presence of this letter in Dr. Bird’s 
case was considered a very suspicious inci- 
dent. A long examination followed regard- 
ing Lady Colin’s alleged sickness, but no new 
facts were brought out. 

Concerning Dr. Bird going to sleep in Lady 
Colin’s room the testimony show that he 
was therein the afternoon and saw Lord 
Colin at 7 o’clock in the evening of that occa- 
sion. The doctor dined at the house on Lord 
Colin’s invitation, and after dinner went to 
Lady Colin’s room. The doctor continued: 
Lady Colin was ill under the influence of 
opium. I had given her some that afternoon. 
I staid with her some time. Lord Colin came 
about II o’clock. I had gone to sleep. He 
woke me up. Ido not remember what was 
said.” 

Justice Butt—Did you go to sleepin Lady 
Colin’s room! 

W itness— Les. 

Sir E. Clark—Was any objection or com- 
plaint make by Lord Colin about your being 
there! 

Witness—None, but he appeared surprised 
to see me there. The light was low and Lady 
Colin was very drowsy. As I sat in the chair 
I went to sleep. 

Did it strike you as an odd thing that 
you should fall asleep in a lady’s bedroom!“ 

“ Not then, but, looking back to what hap- 
pened, it may seem 80.“ 

Did Lord Colin look surprised!“ 

“ Well, the room was dark, and I thought 
he seemed surprised that I was there.”’

On the conclusion of Dr. Bird’s examina- 
tion Gen. Butler’s lawyer announced that 
the General would not be examined, upon 
which the Judge said 1 A gentle- 
man in the situation of Gen. Butler, looking 
to the circumstances, ought, I think, if he is 
an innocent man, to come into court.

Whatever might be the sins for 
which the Duke of Marlborough had to ac- 
count, he had in that case sacrificed himself 
with the certain knowledge that he must still 
further injure what character he had 
left. He had not shrunk in the 
slightest degree from putting himself into 
the box and giving a perfectly full state- 
ment. Mr. Finlay had suggested that it was 
not right that such a lady should be meeting 
and talking in society with a man of the 
well-kuowu character of the Duke of Marl 
peerage. The jury would remember that 
Lady Colin asked her husband, when she re- 
ceived instructions to tell them to stop call- 
ing, whether he meant that she was to cut 
them and not recognize them in society. 
Lord Colin replied no, that he did not mean 
that; all he meant was that he did not like 
them to call because of their evident admira- 
tion of Lady Colin. As to the Marquis of Bland- 
ford’s social intercourse with Lady Colin, 
it was evident that Lord Colin did not wish 
to terminate it, or why did he, after he had 

iven the injunction to his wife, visit Lord 

landford’s house and dine there? With re- 
gard to another point, he wished to put it to 
the jury what was their opinion of the charge 
persistently maintained of adultery on such 
evidence as was before them. If such inter- 
course as had been shown were evidences of 
adultery, then it would necessarily follow 
that no man or woman in the Kingdom would 
be safe. There was a lady staying with her 
father and mother at Paris. She casually met 
Lord Blandford, whém she had known a con- 
siderable length of timein England. The only 
intimacy that occurred was that which might 
be expected from their previous acquaint- 
ance. Unless they were to lay down the 
dictum that any woman wno spoke to a man 
who had been through the divorce court must 
be held to be guilty there was really nothing 
in the evidence against Lady Colin. As to 
the Paris visit, it was in evidence that Lady 
Colin knew she was being watched. Conse- 
quently, what intumacy there was between 
herself and Lord Blandford was such as she 
was not afraid of having known. He might 
say that the whole of the evidence 
whien had been produced was evidence 
of conspiracy, evidence of perjury, evidence 
of forgery. They must give the Duke of 
Marlborough credit for this, that, although 
he had heard the weakness of the case made 
out against Lady Golin and the strength of 
the case she had made out, he came to the 
conclusion that while hoping that he would 
not be obliged to toll the circumstances under 
which he went to Purfieet he was det ined 
that if he were pressed he would revéal all.

THE EMINENT MICHIGAN JURIST IS 
NAMED BY JUDGE GRESHAM. 


An Appointment Apparently in Every Way 
Satisfactory to All bat Gould’s Repre- 
sentatives—Points Made by Counsel Be- 
fore the Court—Gen. Swayne Attracts the 
Court's Attention by a Remark and Lis- 
tens to an Opinion. 

NEw. YORK. Dec. 16—An attempt was 
made this afternoon to learn what Jay 
Gould thought of the new receiver for the 
Wabash Road. A dispatch from Chicago an- 
nouncing the appointment of Judge Cooley as 
receiver by Judge Gresham was shown him, and 
a number of questions showered upon him by 
the reporter, but the only words that could be 
extracted from nim were these: I have nothing 
to say.“ i 


When the clock in the United States Circuit 
Court pointed to 12 yesterday Judge Gresham 
stopped the argument of a patent lawyer and in- 
quired if all the attorneys who were interested in 
the Wabash litigation were present. An affirma- 
tive answer was nodded from the legal hosts who 
surrounded the tables, and the court declared 
his willingness to hear them. After listen- 
ing to them for an hour and - three 
quarters, he appointea 
Judge T. M. Cooley of 
Michigan receiver for 
all that portion of the 
Wabash system within 
his jurisdiction.

JUDGE COOLEY. committee had nothing 

to offer in contravention of the appointment of a 
new receiver by the court, and it was strenuously 
anxious not only to act in harmony with the 
court and in obedience to its orders, but to co- 
operate with it in relieving its officers of any 


complications that might arise. He sug- 
gested that the court give the new receiver 
a reasonable time between his appointment and 
his actuaily taking possession, in order that some 
scope might be dliowed for deciding exactly what 
roperty he should take. The lines of the court's 
urisdiction ended at the east bank of the Mis- 
sippi River, and some arrangements must be 
made for terminal facilities. There still re- 
mained outside the limits of the present suit the 
Chicago Division and the Detroit Division. So 
faras the Chicago Division bondholders were 
concerned he was prepared. to say that a satisfac- 
tory arrangement had been made with all of 
them, and if the consent of the other interested 
parties could be obtained it would be carried out, 
provided the court saw fit. The same was 
true of the Detroit Division, including the 
Logansport & Eel River Branch, although the 
arrangements were not so definit. In regard to 
the St. Louis Division, which was not covered by 
the mo e of 1867, he would submit to the 
court an order that, upon the payment by the 
Purchasing Committee within a reasonable time 
of all receivers’ certificates now due and as many 
of those not maturad as 1 — would be ac- 
cepted upon, as well as all accrued operating ex- 
penses on property not covered by the mortgage 
of 1867, together with all accrued interest upon 
the securities of those, they should be turned 
over to the control of the committee. Their 
roposition was to relieve the court of all the 
ines west of the Mississippi and of the St. Louis, 
icago, and Detroit Divisions by the payment 
of all the receivers’ indebtedness, including ac- 
crued interest.

The court inquired exactly what portion of the 
road was to be understood as covered by the 
mo of 1867, and Gen. Swayne explained 
that it was the original Wabash Railroad from 
Toledo to Quincy, and that those interests could 
not be grappl with at present because the 
committee had not the means at its command. 

Mr. Henry Crawford, addressing the court, ex- 
pressed surprise that the counsel for the Pur- 
chasing Committee, who, during all the previous 
litigations, had so strenuously urged the terrible 
results that must follow a dismemberment of the 
system, now 4 that very thing. There 
was no necessity for a rush for possession, as the 
method of keeping railroad accounts made the 
approaching close of the month and calendar 
year the most convenient time possible 
and left the new receiver plenty of 
time for arranging all minor details. 
So far as the bondholders of the Chic Division, 
which he represented, were concern he knew 
they had not made any agreement, and he 
thought the statement of counsel in that regard 
was a trifie overdrawn. He submitted the de-

Mr. Julian T. Davies, 1 the first 
and second eo ~ bondholders of the differ- 
en sections of road which composed the 
original Wabash Road, was likewise opposed to 
the proposition of the Purchasing Committee. 
Gen. Swayne thought he had not made it plain 
enough that his clients pro to y all 
the receivers’ debts upon all the road which 
might be turned over to the Purchasing Commit- 
tee, except the current labor and supply ac- 
counts and operating expenses upon al! that 
portion of the road covered by the mortgage of 
1867. * 
Mr. Crawford said the proposition of the Pur- 
chasing Committee was 4 transparent scheme to 
have the court sanction the appropriation of the 
money collected to pay ali the debts in order to 
pay a portion of them. The N Com- 
mittee was actually in default now, and had no 
right to ask for further favors. 

Mr. Isham declared he was utterly un- 
able to see any reason Why the change of re- 
ceivers could change the relations of the prop- 
erty tothe Purchasing Committee. The court 
had decided the present receivers unfit for their 
trust, and the point wasto putthe property 
where it would be safe, and then proceed to the 
consideration of those other things. 

Gen. Swayre admitted that it was only a ques- 
tion as to exactly what property the new receiver 
should take possession of. Judge Gresham asked 
him ifin his personal opinion he thought the 
road should be dismembered. His reply was that 
his opinion had always been that it should 
not, but since the court had decided otherwise 
his clients were seeking some way out of the 
difficulty of dividing it straight up and down 
along the line of the Mississippi River. It was 
simp a question whether or not the court 
would keep those creditors from receiving their 
money until all the other litigation could be set- 
tled. In answer toa question as to how it was 
to be paid the counsel for the committee ap- 
peared to be for the first time a trifie ruffied, re- 
plying: “ We will pay. Pay is a plain English 
word.” 

Judge Gresham then said: “ It is plain that the 

rties interestedin this property have as yet 

ailed to reach any point of agreement. The 
property is in the possession of the court, and 
nothing has been done looking toward taking it 
out of the court's possession. The court has 
held that the receivers now holding should 
be removed. The new receiver should go into 
the trust with an accommodating disposition. 
He should be guided by the broadest possible 
view of al! the interests. I am glad to hear Gen. 
Swayne's expression of good will on the part of 
his clients, by which the operation of the line will 
be facilita While I am not prepared to en- 
tertain any motions looking to a settlement 
upon which there appears to be no agreement, [ 
am perfectly willing to appoint as receiver any 
one upon whom you may agree.“ 

Gen. Swayne here burst out with: I did not 
suppose we had anything to do with it.” 

urning his attention to him the Judge re- 
marked: “General, that is a very peculiar re- 
mark, if you will permit me to say so. I do not 
know that anything has ever been said or done 
by this court to lead you to the conclusion that 
your clients’ interests would not receive their 
full share of consideration.” 

The lawyer had caught himself by this time, 
and explained that the court misconstrued his 
remarks. He simply meant to say that since the 
receivers appointed at the suggestion of his cli- 
ants had been removed, he concluded that sug- 
gestions from them fm regard to the new one 
should come unasked. 

Then the Judge continued: “I may say that 
some names have been suggested to me, but 
none upon which all could agree. I do not think 
the court could afford to appoint any one who 
has been named. I shall appoint Judge Cooley 
of Michigan receiver.“ 

At ar mention of the name Judge Swayne 
turned and reseated himself, while a broad 
smile spread over the features of Mr. Craw- 
ford, as he and his associate counsel nod- 
ded their heads in approval. The Judge 
made no definit statement as to 
whether the eminent jurist had signified a will- 
ingness to accept the post or not, but contented 
himself with the statement that Mr. Crawford 
could submit his decree to the opposing cowpnsel 
in order that it might be ente up. and that 
Judge Cooley would be here late last night or 
early this — 

No expression of opinion in regard to the ap- 
pointment could be gained from the attorney of

Another 
is whether Judge Gresham can rescind the order 
allowing the receivers to retire the $4,000,000 of 
notes indorsed by Gould, Dillon, and Hum- 
phreys, and the famous orders allowing the re- 
ceivers to buy up receivers’ certificates and be 
subrogated to the former holders’ rights, and to 
pay only the coupons of the bondholders who 
agreed to scaling scheme. Unless 
the sectional ndholders 

of the vast load 
of debt which has apparently been made a first 
lien on the system by Gould's artifices, their se- 
curity will be much weakened. The whole Wa- 
bash system at its best comprised about 3,600 
miles of road, but 900 miles have been lost since 
the litigation. There are about 80 miles in Ohio, 
1,500 in Indiana and Illinois, and 1,100 west of the 
Mississippi. The holders of the first four mort- 
gages, representing $27,000,000, believe the road 
east of the Mississippi is ample to cover their 
claims, and only want to be allowed to run it for 
their own interests. The holders of the first and 
second mortgages do not desire a foreclosure, 
but are willing to compromise their litigation 
on payment of back interest. Less than 
this, however, they are not disposed to take, in 
view of Judge Gresham's decision, and the Gould 
interest is apparently wrestling with the ques- 
tion as to whether it can pay these bondholders 
so as to draw them out of the fight. It is also 
said that rather than make any fight in Ohio the 
old receivers, Humphreys and Tutt,will file a pe- 
tition today to be allowed to resign. 


What Is Thought of the Appointment. 


General surprise was caused in railroad circles 
yesterday by the appointment by Judge Gresham 
of Judge T. M. Cooley of Michigan as receiver of 
the Wabash lines east of the Mississippi River. 
No one had thought of Judge Cooley, but it was 
admitted by everybody that a better or more sat- 
isfactory man could not have been selected, and 
general praise was bestowed upon Judge Gresh- 
am for his judicious action. Judge Cooley stands 
very high with railroad people, who greatly 
honor him for his learning, judgment, 
honesty, and integrity. He is considered the 
best-informed lawyer in the country on transpor- 
tation matters, and his writings upon these sub- 
jects drew the attention of the trunk-line man-, 

rs upon him when they needed arbitrators to 
adjust e question of differential rates to the va- 
rious seaboard cities. He was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Commission to settle that 
question, together with the Hon. E. B. Wash- 
burne of this city and Judge Thurman of Ohio. 
The award of the commission was adverse to 
the Vanderbilt claim that rates should be the 
same to all seaboard points. The differentials 
fixed by them still prevail. He was arbitrator 
of the Trunk Line pool, Commissioner of the 
Central Traffic Association, and has filled other 
responsible positions of a like character, and is 
at present arbitrator for the associated roads of 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Alabama. 

Commissioner Blanchard of the Central Traffic 
Association said yesterday: Without intend- 
ing in the slightest degree to reflect upon Judge 
Cooley’s predecessors in the Wabash Road, I es- 
teem his appointment as one of the most fit to 
be made. Asamember of the Advisory Com- 
mission.» dealing with the complicated geo- 
graphical questions involved in differential rates 
to all the scaboard cities from Baltimore to Bos- 
ton, he showed great care, a wide appreciation of 
public interests, an excellent knowledge of the 
rivalries of railroads, and was as intelli- 
gent and perhaps more thoughtful than 
any other man on the commission. In 
fact, in the performance of his duties 
in the various positions he has filled, 
he has exhibited a rare capacity for careful 
thought, an excellent sense of discrimination, a 
constant remembrance of the public interest, 
and a fine regard for the rights of his compet- 
itors. I believe that Judge Gresham has acted 
wisely in the public as well as the railway in- 
terests, which, being properly understood, are 
one, in Judge Cooley's appointment. I predict 
that his administration will be marked by in- 
tegrity, a devotion to the interests of the prop- 
erty, and that his judicial as well as business 
qualifications will give a double value to his 
services.“ 

President Cable of the Rock Island, Vice- 
President McMullin of the Alton, and other 
prominent Western railroad managers were all 
well pleased with Judge Cooley’s appointment, 
and spoke in terms of highest praise of Juage 
Gresham's good judgment in selecting so able 
and eminent a gentieman as receiver of the 
Wabash. They were unanimous in saying that 
no man could have been chosen who would have* 
proved so satisfactory to all fair-minded railroad’ 
managers as Ju Cooley. 

George W. McCrary, formerly of Iowa, now of 
Kansas City, arrived at the Grand Pacific yester- 
day. He was asked by a TRIBUNE reporter 
whether or not he considered the opinion of 
Judge Gresham in the Wabash case a wise one, 
and after reflecting a moment. replied, “I would 
not like to say.“ On being told of the oe 
ment of Judge Cooley of Mich to the Receiv- 
ership, Mr. McCrary said: That's a good ap- 
pointment; none better.“ On the subject of 
inter-State commerce, Mr. Mc@rary said he 
would not like to express an opinion until he had 
an ag eee | to examine the compromise bill. 

Gen. John B. McNulta, ex-Congressman from 
qioomington, who is at the Grand Pacific, said to 
a TRIBUNE reporter that Judge Gresham's recent 
decision in the Wabash case was eminently wise 
and free from bias. There was no political sig- 
nificance to it, he thought, and politics in connec- 
tion with it would never have been broached 
had not Gould himself put forward the idea 
in an interview. Gen. McNulta said Judge 
Cooley had not only a national reputation, but 
an international one, and he uld be found to 
be the right man in the right place. 


HENDRICKS’ REVELATIONS. 


A County Employe; Makes Some Strange 
Charges Against Commissioners. 
Charles A. Hendricks, a carpenter, was in Sep- 
tember last appointed foreman of the permanent 
carpentry force by Commissioner Lynn. Yester- 
day he went before State's-Attorney Grinnell and 
told astory which, itis thought, may result in 
getting some of the Commissioners into trouble. 
Hendricks said that on assuming his duties he 
found that two assistants could easily handle all 
the work. He was surprised, therefore, when he 
received orders to hire three or four extra men, 
one of them being appointed by Buck Me- 
Carthy, and more surprised when he found the 
new men did not consider themselves bound to 
do any work. He complained to McCarthy, who 
told him to keep his mouth shut ‘and tend to his 
business. Oct. 7 Lynn came home from Dakota, 
and Hendricks complained to him of the use- 
less men, and several of them were removed. 
One day in the first week of December some one 
or more persons approached him with a carefully- 
written list of names purporting to be the roll of 
the attachés of the carpentering department, 
which only awaited the signature of the fore- 
man. Hendricks was astounded. The number 
of men was vastly exaggerated, and the total of 
wages due mounted to the princely proportions 
of almost $3,000. He flatly refused to sign it. and 
as no threat or entreaty could move him he was 
accorded a friendly bit of advice to keep his own 
counsel, and the list was withdrawn, ith the 
accession of the new régime ang the reéconstruc- 
tion of the committees McCarthy and Wren were 
the sole survivors on the Committee on Court- 
House and Records. The first-named of these, 
Hendricks’ old enemy, A to oppress the 
luckless foreman, now shorn of Lynn’s protec- 
tion. So uncomfortable, in fact, became the sit- 
uation that Hendricks has abandoned his labors 
for the last week.

Chicago Grain Inspection, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 16.—[Special.]—The 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners’ an- 
nual report, which is nearing completion, will 
first go to the Governor and probably not be 
made public till printed. A visiting Chicago 
statesman, referring to this report, says it 
will be unusually full and complete, and will 
make a splendid showing for the grain inspec- 
tion department at Chicago. He said it would 
record the fact that during the year there 
had been 1,252 appeals from the inspection, 
and that of this number the grade had been 
raised by the Committee on Ap 
cases, while 586 had been sustained, 
single one had been lowered. This, he said, 
was an official illustration of the ground upon 
which a Scotch grain-dealer based the recent 
statement that the Chicago grain inspection 
is the best in the world.

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THE SHIPPERS PROTEST AGAINST THE 
UNIFORM DRAY BILL. 


Some of the Managers Conclude It Would 
Be Unuwise to Adopt It—The Proposed 
Advance in East-Bound Freight Rates 


The earnest protest by the principal shippers 
in this city against the adoption of the proposed 
uniform dray bill and bill of lading seems td 
have had a salutary effect upon the railroad 
managers, and some of them at least have come 
to the conclusion that it would be unwise to put 
in force at this time a measure so clearly illegal 
as the one proposed, and that it would be far 
better for their interests to let well enough 
alone and continue to do the business the same 
as heretofore. A meeting of the representatives 
of the various roads running east from this city 
was held yesterday to consider the matter. The 
Michigan Central announced that it nad 
come to the conclusion that the proposed 
bill of lading was illegal and its terms 
could not be carried out, and therefore it 
would continue its present bill of lading in force. 
The Grand Trunk and Wabash also gave notice 
that they had decided not to adopt the proposed 
bill of lading. The representatives of the other 
roads said their managers were in favor of the 
new measure, and could not vote to rescind the 
original action without consulting them. Conse- 
quently no unanimous action could be taken, and 
another meeting will be held’ next week. But 
there is no longer any danger that the new bill of 
lading will be put in effect by any of the roads. 
The repudiation of the measure by the Michigan 
Central, Grand Trunk, and Wabash kills it deaa- 
er than a door nail, as it cannot be carried out 
except by unanimous action of all the roads. 

It is almost certain that the advance 
m east-bound freight rates, which under 
existing circumstances is considered as 
high-handed a proceeding as the 
adoption of the new uniform bill of lading, will 
share a similar fate. Many of the roads have 
notified their patrons that they will not enforce 


the new rate, and that they will be given rebates 
to make the net rate 25 cents or even less if it is 
found necessary to meet competition. The 
action of the trunk lines in ordering an advance 
in rates, when it is well known to them that 
even the 2%-cent rate is not maintained, is de- 
nounced by all fair-minded railroad managers, 
who admit that it will only lead to a general 
demoralization in rates. The indications are 
that a 20-cent rate and probably a lower one will 
prevail before many days have passed. The only 
way to prevent serious trouble and complica- 
tions, they say, is to rescind the action ordering 
an advance in rates at once and instruct the 
Commissioners to strictly enforce the %5-cent 
rate from all pool points. 


Temporary Classifications. 
Commissioners Fink and Blanchard have just 
issued a joint circular announcing the following 
rules governing temporary classifications:

The Fight Between the Grand Trunk and 
the Canadian Pacific. 

At the meeting of the Passenger Department 
of the Central Traffic Association, held yester- 
day at the Grand Pacific Hotel, several matters 
of minor importance were disposed of. Just be- 
fore noon a committee appointed at the previous 
session, having in charge the subject of the con- 
troversy between the Canadian Pacific and Grand 
Trunk, regarding the cutting of west- bound rates 
from Canadian points by the former, made its re- 
port, recommending that such concessions be 
made to the Grand Trunk as to enable it to com- 
pete with the Canadian Pacific on even terms, 
and suggested a joint conference with the 
committee of the Northwestern roads appointed 
for the same purpose the day before. The North- 
western committee repo that it haa resolved 
to enter into no special agreement with the East- 
ern lines and that they would continue their past 
policy with connecting lines—namely: to treat 
all connections alike, as their interests could only 
be subserved by demanding full proportions of 
tariff rates from Chicago and other junction 
points. This prevented any agreement tending 
to relieve the Grand Trunk, but strong efforts 
were made to prevail upon the Canadian Pacific 
to stop the cutting of rates,and the representa- 
tives of that company finally agreed to maintain 
tariff rates between Canadian points and Chicago, 
but declined to make any concessions as regards 
through rates to the Pacific coast so far as its 
direct business was concerned. 

During the afternoon the interior Eastern 
Passenger Committee met and canvassed at 
length the membership, and several committees 
were finally appointed to confer with those lines 
that have not yet joined the association, with a 
view of inducing them to become members,

Pullman Car Company Avoiding Taxation 
St. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 16.—[{Special.]—The 
Pullman Palace-Car Company, through its at- 
torney. appeared before Judge Brewer in the 
United States Circuit Court today and ap- 
plied for an injunction to restrain the Iowa State 
officers from aera aoe levied on rolling- 
stock in that State. o law of Iowa on the su 
ject of railway taxation permits the State to im- 
pose a tax on all the property of railroad com- 
panies in sight. The fact that the Pullman sleep- 
ers in use ure not the actual property of the rail- 
ways using them cuts no figure in making up the 
tax levy, and the State has {mposed its taxes on 
the railroad W on all rolling- stock used 
by them. I is one of the few 
States which has succeeded in securing’ a 
tax from the Pullman Company. Minne- 
sota receives none, because the roads do not pay 
on an assessed valuation but a percent of the 
net carnings. While the Pullman Car Company 
does rot appear on the tax list, and has not been 
regarded as a factor by the lowa State authori- 
ties, still it is held by the railway companies for 
the proportionate amount of the taxes which its 
stock is assessed for, and it now asks that the 
court grant the order of restraint from collecting 
that portion of the taxes relating to its stock. 
This taxable property includes in all about $200,- 
000. “If the Pullman Car Company cannot be 
made to pay a tax under the laws of Iowa,” said 
Attorney-General Baker, who appeared for the

THE LONG AND SHORT HAUL CONTENTION. 

Jay Gould is out with a ridiculous cock-and- 
bull prediction. that the Cullom bill, if 
adopted, will divert grain transportation from 
the east and west trunk lines to the Cana- 
dian roads and the Mississippi River. Cer- 
tainly if rates on the Mississippi were lower 
than by rail orover the lakes shippers would 
take that route at present, and how could 
this condition of affairs be changed by the 
adoption of the Cullom bill? If the roads ro- 
fused to make a competing rate with the 
water line they would certainly lose the traffic, 
but they are now and always have 
been subject to that requirement. Would 
freight be sent from Chicago to Detroit, and 
there transferred by a Canadian line to Mont- 
real, and thence to New York or Boston to 
complete the transport to tidewater! Not 
unless the American trunk roads would exact 
such exorbitant charges as to drive the traffic 
away from their lines. Would the freight of 
Dakota and the Territories west make a de- 
tour of 300 or 400 miles north, down the Red 
River from Fargo to Winnipeg, in order to 
reach the Canadian Pacific, instead of going 
through to Duluth, the head of navigation on 
Lake Superior? Not unless the Canadian line 
would carry for a much longer distance 
cheaper than the American roads or lake 
vessels would for a much shorter. Of course, 
traffic will seek the cheaper line, and excess- 
ive charges will drive it from one to another, 
but that is the fact today, and the adoption 
of the Cullom bill will not change it in any 
particular. 

There will be nothing whatever to prevent 
the trunk lines competing with the Mississippi 
River carriers and the Canadiap roads under 
the Cullom bill. They will be required 
simply to avoid the glaring injustice of charg- 
ing more in the aggregate for ashorter than 
for a longer distance, and subject to this just 
and proper requirement they can give a liv- 
ing through rate without any serious dis- 
turbance of their local tariffs. They can 
graduate the scale so that there need be only 
the difference of a tenth ofa cent between 
points ten miles apart. Applying this rule, 
and allowing 340 stations between New York 
and San Francisco, the fall of a tariff fixed at 
$1 per hundred for the entire distance would 
be only 34 cents from ocean to ocean. Charg- 
ing $1 from San Francisco to New York, the 
roads could still demand 66 cents at points 
within an hour’s ride of the terminal point. 
Ta say, therefore, that the short-haul doc- 
trine would abolish paying fair local rates is 
willfully deceptive and untrue. To contend, 
as Jay Gould does, that rather than adjust 
through tariffs in the manner indicated the 
roads would surrender the long-haul business 
entirely is preposterous. Besides, the Cullom 
bill has no application to State roads or short 
hauls within the limits of aState. Charges on 
such lines are subject only to State laws. 

An ex-railroad manager still largely inter- 
ested in Eastern and Western roads said of 
the Cullom bill in talking with a Trisuxs re- 
porter: 

It would prevent reckless competition between 
the various roads and stop the craze for con- 
structing useless lines in territory already suf- 
ficiently supplied with railroad facilities. He 
was particularly enthusiastic about the provision 

rohibiting pooling. This, be said. was the 
best feature of the bin, and he could not see why 
any particular opposition should be shown to- 
wards it by Seustor Platt. The law itself would 
accomplish all and much more than was ex- 
pected of the pools. There being no longer any 
reckless competition, no unjust discrimination, 
and the publicity and uniformity of rates as- 
sured, there would no longer be any use for 

ls. Those pools had proved a most expensive 
experiment and no adequate results were gained. 
Enough would be saved by having no longer to 
support high-salaried commissioners, assistant 
commissioners, arbitrators, armies of clerks, 
and from office rents, advertising, commission 
rebates, etc., to pay the dividends for many o 


the lines which are now barely able to meet the 
interest on their indebtedness. 


This is sound sense clearly stated. Not 
only will the Cullom bill discourage paraliel- 
ing and cut-throat competition, but it will save 
the roads the enormous expense of the pool 
system and the blackmail money paid 
scalpers. Then, too, it abolishes deadhead- 
ism, and this one item will save the roads 
millions every year. Relieved of ruinous 
rate wars ang of the pool system, with its 
costly and burdensome incidents, and with 
no more deadheads, but with all passengers 
paying the regular fare, the roads can afford 
to reduce rates and still make more money 
than they do now. Clear-sighted railroad 
men like the one quoted above see this, and, 
as they study the Inter-State Commerce bill, 
are becoming enthusiastic in its favor. It is 
a mild bill—too mild, indeed—but it will prove 
as beneficial to honestly-managed carrier 
lines as to the public. 


FREE WOOL AND CHEAP CLOTHING. 

The Senate began the second week of the 
session by a brief discussion of the tariff on 
wool, or, rather, in the light of the most in- 
teresting statement made, the protection of 
muskrats along the Hackensack River in 
New Jersey. Senator McPherson gravely 
questioned the wisdom of starving 10,000 New 
York hatters to “protect” fifty muskrat 
trappers in the Jersey flats. Of course that 
is only one of the countless industries and 
manufactured articles overtaxed by the wool 
duty. Everybody wears woolen goods in va- 
rious forms, rich and poor, young and old, at 
labor and in hours of ease. The total reve- 
nue from the wool tariff last year was twenty- 
seven millions, levied on woolens worth forty- 
five millions, being a tax of 60 per cent on 
consumers. The domestic woolen interest 
employs at the present time nearly 200,000 
operatives—men, women, and boys—whose 
wages for factory work are something like 
fifty millions a year, or a little more than the 
aggregate first cost of imparted woolens. In 
other words, the American people pay sub- 
stantially the same to foreign woolen manu- 
facturers that they do to our 200,000 domestic 
operatives in the woolen factories. It would 
be a great advantage to the general public if 
the money paid for foreign woolens was 
distributed among our home workmen. 
The domestic woolen-goods product in 1880 
was worth $267,252,913. If wool could be im- 
ported duty free the higher grades of cloth 
now imported would be made at home. It 
takes a great variety of wools, mixed with 
skill born of long experience, to meet the 
diverse demands of the woolen trade. Ifthe 
wools of South America and Australia could 
come here free then the domestic market 
would require avery large increase of the 
long soft grades, which cannot be raised to 
advantage on the ranch plan. But the value 
of carcass and pelt is singularly overlooked 
by wool-growers. 

It seems to be very difficult to make the 
wool-growing farmers understand the value 
of mutton and pelts. They seem to think 
that woolis about all there isofa sheep 
worth counting. As well reckon milk as the 
only element in the profits of cattle-raising. 
It would be all wrong to sacrifice the inter- 
ests of the wool-growing farmers to promote 
woolen factories; but the truth is that 


the great need of the wool-growers 


tained by a light run of hogs. As compared 


is such a development of woolen mills 


as tor create a demand for the 


very quality which grows on sheep which 
make the best mutton; that is, the largest 
carcass and the tender, delicate meat which 
makes “lamb” of an old wether., Instead of 
demanding toll of every weaver of woolens 
our sheep-raisers should rely upon intelli- 
gently adapting the supply to the specific 
demand, including mutton no less than wool. 

It must never be lost sight of in connection 
with the enhanced cost of dutiable goods that 
there 1s an incidental burden of very great 
weight which must necessarily be borne. 
The middlemen, one after another, must each 
have a commission on both the original cost 
and the duties. Nor is that all. They must 
also have their commissions on the enhanced 
cost of the domestic goods—the bounty, no 
less than the tariff proper. It is a low esti- 
mate to say that the total extra cost of the 
woolen goods worn by the American people 
yearly is 150 millions of dollars. Shall our 
domestic wool-growers and muskrat trappers 
be protected at an expense so enormous! 


GRAIN TROUBLES IN LIVERPOOL, 

Yesterday’s cable advices from Liverpool 
intimate that the grain market there is very 
much excited as a sequence to the Boum- 
phrey suspension, and that people there are 
all at sea in regard to the possible outcome 
of the situation. Probably the trouble is not 
so much on account of the large losses in- 
curred by the suspension as on fears that it 
may be only an index of more to follow. The 
nature of the anxiety there can scarcely be 
apprehended by one who takes ſt for granted 
that the methods of doing business in a spec- 
ulative way in Liverpool are modeled after 
those which obtain here. It is stated on 
good authority that such a thing as protec- 
tion by means of marginal deposits is alto- 
gether unknown in England. The trad- 
ing is done entirely “on honor,“ the 
same thing that is depended on to 
secure the payment of losses on the turf. 
This used to be sufficient, but can hardly be 
thought so now that the business has grown 
tremendously within the last two years, and 
the absence of any but small fluctuations in 
prices encouraged the trading in very large 
quantities by men who are not able to stand 
other than moderate losses. The recent sharp 
rise in prices has absolutely taken it out of 
the power of not a few of these men to settle 
ur if called upon to do so, however honorable 
their intentions may be, and the absence of 
valid security makes it practically impossible 
to effect settlements through intermediate 
parties while the contracts run several 
months ahead on grain that has yet to be 
shipped from the ports of India and Califor- 
nia. The transferring of an obligation to 
receive and pay for property so far removed 
from the scene of the bargain is a very dif- 
ferent thing from the transferring of a con- 
tract in Chicago, where the grain is in sight, 
its quality known, and the risks of loss re- 
duced to a minimum. 

It is not improbable that the present diffi- 
culty will lead the trade across the water to 
see the absolute necessity of instituting some 
checks against loss and guards against ras- 
cality, such as have been long since found 
essential to a healthy and safe conduct of the 
business here. The trade in cargoes to ar- 
rive from a foreign country is naturally much 
more risky than in the case where both buyer 
and seller operate under the protection of 
the same laws and the property can be 


handled promptly in the event of any de-. 


rangement of obligations to perform the con- 
tract. It would seem advisable under such 
conditions to interpose even more stringent 
safeguards than are required here, instead of 
leaving everything open to the mercy of the 
elements on the one hand and that very un- 
certain thing which is called *“‘ mercantile 
honor on the other. 


NO FEAR OF RAILROAD RUIN. 

„Poor's Railroad Manual for 1886 puts the 
gross earnings of the railroads in the United 
States for the year 1885 at $770,684,908 and 
the net earnings at $268,106,258, the latter 
being about the amount paid in interest on 
bonds and dividends on stock. Evidently the 
railroads are far from “ruin.” Poor esti- 
mates the total capital stock, bonds, and 
other evidences of indebtedness of the rail- 
roads at $7,676,399,000, at least two billions of 
which he concedes to be made up of water 
or “sugar.” (The latter term means stock 
given for nothing to the purchasers of new 
bonds—a very common trick.) This latter 
estimate is rejected by other experts, 
who pronounce it much teo small. There 
is ample evidence to prove that not more 
than a quarter of the stock of ell the 
companies, taken collectively, represents cap- 
ital actually invested in the roads, while per- 
haps 80 per cent is a fair estimate for the 
bonds. The full value of the bonds may be 
taken as an approximately correct statement 
of the entire capital actually invested. The 
funded or bonded debt is returned by Poor at 
$3,669,115,772, and it therefore appears that 
the railroads of the United States are now 
earning 8 per cent on the actual investment. 
If this be true as an average, including all 
the crippled and broken-down lines and 
“Wabash systems,” the more prosperous 
roads must be making a good deal larger re- 
turns than are realized by any other great in 
terest in the country. 

The people not only defray the cost of 
running the roads, but they are paying the 
current rate of interest on tons of fictitious 
stock, as well as on the capital actually in- 
vested in railroads. The net earnings last 
year amounted to nearly 4 per cent on all the 
multiplied layers of bogus stocks in addition 
to the genuine evidences of railroad indebt- 
edness. Such a method of calculation, how- 
ever, is wholly unfair, and 8 per cent must 
be accepted as an approximately correct 
statement of the average earnings of all the 
railroads in the United States—a rate that is 
at least doubled by the more powerful and 
prosperous and judiciously managed trunk 
lines. These rates can be reduced without 
“ruin” to any one. A large proportion of 
the old railroad bonds bearing 7 and 8 per 
cent are now coming due and will be re- 
funded at 4 and 5 per cent or lower, so that 
the fixed charges of the roads will be greatly 
cutdown. Atany rate they are now exact- 
ing a disproportionate share of the wealth 
annually produced—more than the farmers 
can stand, more than the traffic will continue 
to bear. 

It is useless for railroad managers to claim 
that it will bankrupt the roads to give lower 
and better equalized rates. Facts and figures 
effectually disprove all such assertions. The 
railroads are now earning double the current 
rate of interest of good security on the cap 
ital actually invested, and they have im- 
mediately before them the prospect of re- 
funding a large amount of their bonds at one- 
half the interest they have been paying. 
These facts are not refuted by pointing to 
bankrupt lfnes, built where there wus no 
need for a railroad and not enough traffic to 
pay operating expenses. The time is oppor- 
tune for areadjustment and equalization of 
railroad rates in accordance with the lowér- 
ing of interest charges. Congress may wait 
long before it finds a better occasion than the 
present for the enactment of a National rail- 
road law at once fair to the public and just 
to the roads.

These figures tell their own story. The 
vote for St. John represents the vote for po- 
litical prohibition.

In these cities 
the vote shows that there are ten times as 
many temperance people in favor of the 
principle of local option as there are pro- 
hibitionists who want to enforce total ab- 
stinence asa State or National matter by 
compulsory legislation, and this is true all 
over the country, as between prohibition and 
local option, whether it be in towns and cities 
of the North or in the counties of the South, 
where so much has been accomplished by 
local legislation of this kind. Each com- 
munity is competent to decide this question 
for itself in acoordance with the majority 
sentiment. The first thirteen cities in the 
table have voted for no license, while Boston, 
Worcester, and some other of the large cities 
have voted for license. Had prohibition been 
the issue it is doubtful whether it could have 
carried one of them. It should be explained 
that the license exacted in Massachusetts is 
very low—only some $75 or $100, instead of 
$1,000, as it should be—and this fact had much 
to do with causing the heavy ‘ no-license ”’ 
vote. If the tax were $1,000 instead of 58100 
the vote for no-license would most likely not 
have reached a half or third of the dimen- 
sions it did, as such a tax would have been 
equivalent toa large degree of prohibition.

An Appreciative Assemblage Which Was 
Both Enthusiastic and Generous in Its 
Applause—The Great, Unapproachable 
Diva in Superb Voice—Rendition of the 
Garden Scene from Faust — Clerical 
Spectators Witness the Ballet of the 
National Opera Company. 

Patti's farewell! There has been no affidavit 
to this effect, to be sure, but Mr, Abbey makes 
the statement so positively that one can out feel 
that the sweet sorrow of saying farewell to Patti 
ended last evening. With love for America 
has she not always loved her native land?—in her 
heart and American dollars in her money-box 
she goes back to the quiet domesticity of Craig- 
y- Nos, to billiards, and Nicolini—a dios!

There was all the 
brightness and glitter that fashion gives, end all 
the warm appreciation that musical culture 
brings. Arditi was in delicious good humor and 
Patti fairly bubbied over with joyousness. She 
was in superb voice, and her first aria was sung 
with magnificent effect. An ushér rushed down 
the aisle with two large bouquets; Arditi, smiling 
and flushed, stood on his chair and gave them to 
the diva, who smiled and flushed in turn 
and then sang coquettishly the dainty Scotch 
ballad, "T'was Within a Mileo’ Edin Toon. 
Her next number, Arditi’s florid, sil waltz, 
“Tl Bacio,” was never given With greater dell 
cacy or more affection. Patti, appreciating all 
the exqutsit art of the graceful trifie, sang as she 
alone can sing. Of course the applause rang 
from all parts of the house and adventurous 
bravos fluttered down from the galleries. Patti, 
bright with smiles, bowed and bowed &éross the 
footlights, and when Sapio—a thoroughly sympa 
thetic accom panist—took his place at the piano 
and touched the familiar chords of Robin 
Adair,” the applause burst out afresh. ‘The se- 
lection was a tribute to the popular heart that 
the audience was quick to appreciate. 

When the rose-red curtain was drawn for the 
second time one saw Marguerite’s bower.

It was not 
the garden scene Faust that one 
heard last evening; it was a love-scene, home- 
less and without abiding place. The lucid pas- 
sion of the music, languid, and yet tense, did not 
need the touch of local color. atti at the spin- 
ning-wheel suggested nothing but Patti, 
in flawless fashion the — ballad of the f 
King. The singing of the jewel song was the 
most perfect bit of work the evening offered, but 
the duet (“ Tardi si fa) was warmly and sig- 
nificantly given. It illustrated—what is often 
seen in Patti's singinmg—the ease with which the 
highest formal art is flattered into emotive sug- 
gestiveness. 

Last evening's concert was one memorable not 
because it marks the hour of Patti's farewelltoa 
public that has always loved her, but because it 
offered the best illustration gene can 
see of Italian art.

A MOTHER’S MAD ACT. 


Joseph Kosa Discovers the Dead Bodles of 
His Wife and Baby. 

The young wife of Joseph Kosa, a German 
tailor living at No. 815 North Halsted street, in- 
spired by perhaps a causeless jealousy of her 
husband, killed her infant child and then com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon. Kosa is em- 
ployed as a cutter at Gatzert's tailoring estab- 
lishment at the corner of Clark and Monroe 
streets, and is in good circumstances. He re- 
turned home at about 6 o'clock last evening, 
and upon ascending to the top flat. 
which is occupied by him, the door 
was found locked. His wife, Antonia, he knew 
to be ill, and the little child Joseph, who was 
only @ year old, had been sick in bed with diph- 
theria, and the father's fears were at once 
alarmed. Procuring assistance, he broke in the 
door, and his eyes fell upon the dead bodies of 
wife and child suspended from the transom. 
Face to face, the lips of the mother and babe 
almost touched ina last embrace. Both were 
quite dead and almost cold. The flat contains 
four rooms, and the bodies were suspended from 
a transom between the kit chen and an adjoining 
bedroom. Upon the table was heaped some 
coins and greenbacks, amounting to #45, and ly- 
ing upon the money was a note written in Ger- 
man, as follows: 

To My HusBpanp—Dear Husband; The Biers- 
dort is the cause of this act.“ 

The note was without signature, After the 
bodies had been cut down they were laid side by 
side beneath a white sheet in an adjoining room. 
They had been married nearly two years. Mrs. 
Kosa was 24 years of ge. also a German, and 
rather good-looking. e baby was named 
Joseph, after its *. In the flat below the 
one occupied by Kesa live two families named 
Schmidt and Biersdorf. Miss Schmidt heard Mrs. 
Kosa walking rapidly back and forth. and then 6 
child crying, and at about a quarter after & 
o'clock @ noise, as if a chair falling, a i 
probably then that the tragedy occu 
apartments in the rear of the 
lives Mrs. Biersdorf, the woman to whom 
reference was made in the note left 
by Mrs. Kosa. Mrs. Biersdorf is a comely Ger- 
man and cannot speak English’ She carried a 
small child in her arms when she came to the 
door in answer to the reporter's summons. She 
appeared to be greatly affected by the sad 
event, and said that she could give no 
reason for it, “Ihave known them since last 
June,“ said she, in German, “and we have all 
been very pleasant together. Their baby took 
sick with the diphtheria last Sunday, and Mon- 
day morning r. Kosa asked me to take 
eure of Antonia and the baby, as his 
wife was also sick. 1 did so until 
this morning, but Mrs. Kosa was very cross to 
me. I thoug it it was all because she was sick, 
and I tried not to see it. But this morning Mr. 
Kosa got another woman named Armstrong to 
come and take care of them, but Mrs. Armstron 
also went away at uon.“ Mrs. Biersdor 
thought that the unfortunate woman had become 
worse during the day and killed herself and baby 
while insane.

TEN THOUSAND MEN TO GO OUT. 


The Coke-Workers of Pennsylvania Likely 
to quit Work. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 16.—(Special.]—1t was 
settled today that there will be a Strike of 10,000 
coke-workers Christmas-Day unless the operators 
concede the demands of the men, which is im- 
probable.

day, and trains are being sent out as rapidly as 
possible. The company conceded the price de- 
manded and allow the conductors three cents a 
mile.

COOK COUNTY FINANCES. 


ACOUNTY BOARD COMMITTEE TRYING 
TO BETTER THINGS. 


Mr. Nelson’s Draft of a Report Declaring 
INegal All Warrants Drawn When There 
Was No Money in the Appropriation or 
Treasury Adopted—An Ex-County Com- 
missioner’s Views on the Extravagance 
of the Ring-Ruled Board—How to Save 


Money. 

“It makes no difference what you do,” said 
County-Attorney Bliss to the County Board Com- 
mittee on Finance atits meeting yesterday while 
they were discussing the question of declaring 
fliegal the warrants heretofore issued. The 
thing is going into the courts and it is all the 
same what you do. The adoption of this resolu- 
tion will simply show the opinion of the board 
and bring the matter to a focus, where it ought 
to be brought.” 

Mr. Bliss furtherstated that he had been noti- 
fied that if the committee brought in a report in 
the line of repudiating the old warrants a bi’: 
would at once be filed to enjoin the board from 
proceeding in that line. 

Commissioner Klehm did not think they were 
justified in repudiating the orders after they had 
been issued in good faith and taken by business- 
men and bankers in good faith. 

Mr. Bliss—I submit this proposition: That you 
get a million of the incoming taxes for county 
purposes and apply the balance to the payment 
of outstanding orders. thus dividing Mr. Aldrich’s 
resolution. You are making one side of a law- 
suit here, and want toknow what you are going 
to fight about, the whole of it or a part of it. 

Mr. Nelson—I am looking to the reverse, to 
avoid a lawsuit, except that we ought to let 
certain warrants go into judgment and draw in- 
terest. All we want is an extension of time. 

Mr. Klehm-—I have a proposition to make that 
we pay the employés, and for other running ex- 
penses issue certificates of indebtedness. 

Mr. Nelson—I have got the best legal advice 
that I can get in this city, and am convinced that 
is * 

Mr. Nelson then submitted a draft ot a report 
of the committee to the board, which first quotes 
Chap. 146A of the Revised Statutes relative to the 
issuing of county warrants, and then proceeds to 
declare illegal all warrants now outstanding un- 
less at the time wney were drawn there was 
sufficient money in the appropriation fund and in 
the treasury to pay them. After stating that 
the law furnishes ample means for providing for 
the necessary expenses of the county for the cur- 
rent year, the report recommends the adoption 
of the following resolution: 

„ Resowed, That whenever the County Board 
shall hereafter approve and order to be paid bills 
for ordinary and necessary expenses for the cur- 
rent year, and there are no funds actually in the 
treasury for the payment of such bills, warrants 
or orders may be issued by the clerk, signed and 
registered by the Treasurer, which orders or war- 
rants so issued shall show upon their face that 
they are payable out of the general taxes 
levied for the year 1886, when such taxes 
are collected, and not otherwise; provided, that 
the amount of such warrants, so issued, shall 
not exceed 75 per cent of the tax levy of 1886.” 

Mr. Klehm submitted a substitute providing 
that all warrants on the County Treasurer to 
date be paid by the Treasurer out of the taxes of 
1886, — that for all bills allowed by the board 
to date and for all bills which may be allowed 
hereafter by the’ board certificates of indebted- 
ness against the county be issued. The vote was 
Klehm and Fortune for the substitute and 
Nelson, Aldrich, and Hemmelgarn against. By 
the same vote reversed the resolution of Nelson 
was adopted. 

The committee will meet again today to take 
up the annual reports of the county officers. 

During the meeting Judges Knickerbocker and 
Prendergast appeared and asked wnat the pros- 
pect was for some salary. Mr. Nelson told them 
they couldn't have any money now, but it they 
would wait a few months they would be paid in 
cash. 

The sub-committee of the joint committee of 
the various organizations delegated te prepare 
reformatory legislation for the county made their 
report yesterday, but afteratwo hours’ session 
no conclusion was reached. Another meeting 
will be held Tuesday afternoon. Some of the 
members want a provision requiring the fifteen 
Commissioners to be elected in April; others are 
in favor of November: and still others are op- 
posed to changing the present method of election 
by districts. 

The Hospital Committee met during the day, 
and Mr. Aldrich said he should insist on a more 
rigid inspection of bills hereafter. He thinks the 
auditing system has been very loose, 


THE RING'S EXTRAVAGANCE, 


Kiehm and Others. Responsible for the 
Cou..ty’s Financial Condition—A Remedy. 
An ex-County Commissioner said yesterday, 
referring to the financial difficulties in which the 
gang has involved the county: I could run the 
affairs of Cook County for $1,200,000 and make 
$200,000 profit. I could marage affairs at the va- 
rious institutions better than they are managed, 
except perhaps at the hospital, provide as gen- 
erously for paupers, and for the general conduct 
of county business, as is done now out of the 
sum named, Thistalk aboutlow taxation, in- 
creasing the assessment, and all that is the 
merest rot. Enough money can be raised by 
taxation to meet all legitimate expenditures. I 


know well what I am talking about. Every in- 
telligént man among the Commissioners knows 
Lam right. They will not acknowledge it, though. 
They make specious and dishonest excuses for 
the present state of affairs. Now, there is Klehm. 
He has been howling for months about the ex- 
penses of the courts and how much they cost the 
county. I examined into this matter some 
time ago, and I found that the Circuit 
courts are self-sustaining, and I have been in- 
formed on good suthority—I had not time to ex- 
amine myself—that the Superior Courts are very 
nearly so. So much, then, for the dishonesty of 
the statements of Kiehm and those made in 
what Col. Cleary calls Van Pelt's * villidictory.’ 
The Criminal Court and the Probate Court are 
an expense to the county. I think the fees in the 
case ot the latter ought to be increased so as to 
make it self-sustaining. 

Now there is another thing: The County 
Board would do well to adopt the suggestion of 
Hemmelgarn—direct the County Treasurer, if 
necessary, not to pay any of the outstanding 
orders, but provide for the current expenses of 
the county out of the taxes of this year. Let the 
contractors bring suit to recover on their orders 
if they wish. It will take them some time to re- 
cover the money. They can afford to wait. 

“But,” continued the ex Commissioner, I 
don't think you need expect any reform from the 
present board. The ringsters are in fact plotting 
just nowto capture twoof the five recently- 
elected Commissioners soasto give them the 
requisit two-thirds majority.” 

* What is the scheme!“ 

“ Why, some of the contractors and some of the 
high-priced county employ¢s are just now very 
attentive to the three new Commissioners. They 
treat them most hospitably, both at the 
county institutions and elsewhere, and 
are chipping in to buv “diamond stars” 
forthem. I heard Van Pelt offer to bet his own 
diamond that two of the new Commissioners will 
be ‘with the boys’ before two months. I will 
not say whether he is right or wrong. But I think 
they will have to capture three. I have heard 
that Fortune is now swearing at himself for vot- 
ing for Klehm. He did not know until Tuesday 
how badly mixed affairs were. Klehm, Oliver, 
and Casseiman have been pulling the wool over 
his eyes.

Democratic Statesmanship on the Tariff. 

Milwaukee Wisconsin: Nothing could more 
clearly show the utter incompetency of the 
Democratic leaders to rule wisely the policy 
of the country than the Democratic confer- 
ence which was held last night at Washing- 
ton to consider what should be done on the 
tariff. While they insist that the revenues 
from the tariff should be reduced, they de- 


clare that a part of the new system must be 
the repeal or reduction of certain of the in- 
ternal-revenue taxes. 

This manifestly refers to whisky. It isa 
significant fact that the modern Democracy 
can rarely rise above whisky. All the Demo- 
cratic representatives from this city only a 
few years ago voted in the Legislature for 

as the maximum license tax on saloons. 
In Congress we perceive the same adoration 
for whisky working through the Democratic 
Representatives. 
he tax on sugar is 75 per cent—one of the 
highest on the tariff list; and, as sugar has 
moe as much a necessity to the men 
as flour, one would think that the Demo- 
cratic Representatives would favor a repeal 
or a large reduction in the sugar tax. That 
tax brings over $50,000,000 into the National 
Treasury. If $40,000,000 of that tax were re- 
moved the so-called surplus would soon van- 
ish. But to most Democrats whisky is as 
t a necessity as sugar [far greater to the 
mocrats who take their whisky straight), 
and, therefore, to ure cheaper whisky, 
they would be willing that the people at 
large should pay a higher price for their su- 


gar. 

The tariff needs a thorough revision. It 
should be done wisely and judiciously, and 
then it would rather advance than injure the 
prosperity of the country. Many more arti- 
cles should be — on the free list. That 
would enable the American manufacturer to 
extend his market and produce more cheaply, 
and at the same time would not reduce the 
on of labor.

According to 
ancient historians the whole sex seem to 
have been inflamed with a passion for vir- 
ginity which was most eagerly fostered by 
many of the most distinguished fathers of the 
church. St. Chrysostom, St. Augustine, Bt. 
Basil, St. Gregory, and many more wrote 
passionate an eloquent rhapsodies on 
celibacy as the most honorable condition of 
woman, and, indeed, to such an excess was 
this veneration for the single state carried in 
the second century that some preachers de- 
claimed against marriage asthe suggestion 
of the Devil. Had the admonitions of these 
enthusiasts been generally heeded uncom- 
fortable and puzzling complications as re- 
gards the perpetuation of the human family 
might have arisen, which, however, it is un- 
necessary for the purposes of this article to 
seek to unravel.

Knocking the Bottom Out of the Jug— 
Amendments Yet Needed. 

Charleston Newt: It seems to be necessary 
to remind the Prohibitionists in the Legis- 
lature that, with all the extraordinary seo- 
tions which they have put in the Anderson- 
Laurens Prohibition bill, they have not yet 
covered the category of possible crimes not 
wholly disconnected with the liquor habit, 
nor have they made the provisions against 
an attempted evasion of the statute search- 
ing enough and exhaustive enough to reach 
every possible offender, by intention or 
otherwise. 

If it is designed, as it seems to be designed, 
to go to the very bottom of the jug, so to 
speak, and then to knock the bottom ou 
there is much yet to be done in the me be 
particular legislation on the general su 

It should be made a misdemeanor, for in- 
stance, for a man to wish for a drink, or to 
— d in his employment any person who 
might reasonably be su to wish for a 
lrink. Paregoric contains alcohol; there 
should be a clause abolishing dolle in infants, 
therefore, so that there may be no excuse for 
doctoring them with the forbidden stuff and 
so implanting an appetite for it, in other 
forms and la doses, when colic shall have 
given place to chronic indigestion or con- 
tirmed thirst. There should be also a legis- 
lative formula for the making of plum-pud- 
ding, eggnog, jelly, syliabub, and other such 
treacherous compounds, so that they shall 
not help to lead any youth astray in future. 

The presence bf an empty bottle bearing a 
whisky label on the premises of any ci 
should be constituted conclusive evidence 
of his having transgressed the law; and the

Randall's Opposition. 

Wasnrneton, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special to 
the World.]~At one time this evening the 
Morrison faction on the tariff issue were of 
the impression that they would be defeated 
Saturday, when Mr. Morrison will call up his 
bill. Now they believe that they will be able 
to carry the day. At Mr. Randall’s meeting 
tonight in the rooms of Representative Me- 
Adoo atthe Riggs House there wereonly 
nine members present. It was agreed to op- 
pose the consideration of the Morrison bill 
and to favor a measure which shall repeal or 
reduce the internal-revenue taxes to prevent 
the accumulation of a surplus. 

Karly in the evening Mr. Morrison thought 
that he would be defeated by about four on 
the vote to consider his bill. ter, however, 
a friend ed upon the President to discuss 
the matter, and Mr. Cleveland pledged him- 
self to furnish the four votes from the New 
York delegation, votes which last year were 
cast for Handall. Two of the ntlemen 
were named—Gen. Viele and Mr. Muller. The 
four votes promised by the President will be 
enough to insure victory for Mr. Morrison.

SPECULATION IN CORPSES. 


Pierre Cloutier Makes a Tidy Little Sum 
Out of a Railroad Accident. 
Quebec dispatch: The disaster at Rio, 
Wis., on the line of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
St. Paul Railroad, has afforded a French- 
Canadian resident of Chicago an opportunity 
for a novel and successful speculation. Pierre 
Cloutier was born fifty-two years ago at the 
Indian village of Lorette, near this city, but 
went West at nine years of age. He is nowa 
carpenter and builder, residing at No. 006 
Forty-third street, Chicago, aud a prominent 
in the French-Canadian colony in that 
city, though he can neither read nor write. 
He heard a friend read the appalling news of 
the railroad holocaust at Rio, where a num- 
ber of Chicago passengers had been killed 
and burned in the car they occupied, many 
of them beyond recognition. The accident 
was caused by the carelessness of a switch- 
man,in leavi open a switch just before 
the arrival of the train, which was running 
at nearly sixty miles an hour. Cloutier knew 
that three French Canadians who were on 
their way to work in the pineries of Wiscon- 
sin had taken passage by the ill-fated train. 
He immediately took a special for Ria, and 
arriving at the scene of the catastrophe man- 
with difficulty to identify portions of 
e bodies of his Canadian acqntaintances, 
Francois Gagnon, Onesime Dubuc, and Jo- 
seph Plante. He e counsel to watch 
the interests of the legal heirs of the de- 
ceased, and materially aiding in securing a 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury against the rail- 
way company. Then he had the bodies of 
his compatriots interred in the Catholic cem- 
etery, and in their baggage which he recov- 
ered with the checks ound in their posses- 
sion, discovered letters which enabied him to 
trace up their surviving relatives. He came 
immediately to Quebec, near which city the 
d mon had their homes, and was the 
first to give their friends the melancholy 
tidings of their bereavement. Gagnon’s 
relatives reside at Eboulements, and Dubuc 
and Plante were sons of farmers at St. Ray- 
mond, about thirty miles from Quebec. The 
legal heirs of the victims were fuse in 
their expressions of gratitude to Cloutier for 
his interest in their behalf. It was an easy 
task to obtain from them powers of attorney 
authorizing Cloutier to just their elaims 
for damages against the railway company 


‘and to retain half of whatever amounts he 


might recover on their behalf. Armed with 
the necessary authority to negotiate with the 
company, Cloutier returned to Chicago and 
has now again arrivedin Quebec to divide 
$5,000 with the relatives of each of the 
victims, which he has succeeded in obtainin 
from the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Pau 
Railroad Company. Cloutier clears $7,500 by 
the speculation, and the $2,500 which falls to 
each of the bereaved families isa little for- 
tune in itself to poor, hard working and 
struggling farmers. 


A VERY BAD APPOINTMENT. 


The Distressing Howl of a Mugwump Over 
Some Political Huckstering. 

New York Post (Mug.): The removal from
